HE Dublin Philharmonic Society, now 
that the centenary of John Field 
approaches, is to be congratulated on 
holding a commemoration concert which 
includes some of his work. This great 
Irishman, born in Goiden lane, Dublin. 
has a monument to his memory in Moscow. 
He is, indeed, better known on the Con- 
tinent, where he had the greatest success 
of any pianist of his day. As the inventor 
of the nocturne, he created a sensation in 
the musical world of the eighteenth 
century, preparing the path for Chopin, 
who adopted almost entirely the idea of 
Field. 

Russia recognised what Field had done 
for music at St. Petersburg, and he is 
ever associated with Glinka, his pupil, the 
father of Russian music. I understand 
that Mr. Manheimer, at the coming 
concert, will play the Concerto No. 2 in 
A flat, which introduces Russian folk 
songs. : 

John Field was an infant prodigy in 
Dublin. At the age of seven he was sent 
to the famous Giordani for “ finishing 
lessons,” and his master billed him the 
following year at the series of “ Spiritual 
Concerts”’ given during the Lenten season 
in the Rotunda. He 
made his début, play- 

ing a concerto by 

his master, Giordani, 
on a night in March, 

1792. The Fields had 

been musicians for 

two or three’. genera- 
tions, and young 

Field's father and 

grandfather had an 

academy in Golden 
His father was 
a member of 
Theatre Royal 
orchestra in Crow 
street, and his grand- 
father an organist in 
a city church. When the boy was ten 
years of age his father obtained a posi- 
tion at the Haymarket Theatre, and the 
family removed to London. John Field 
soon made a name for himself playing at 
Covent Garden ‘“‘ between the acts.” 

His European career began at the age 
of fifteen, when he went with Clement: 
from one capital to another, taking his 
audiences by storm. Like most musicians 
of the time, he soon found himself in 
St. Petersburg, and here began his asso- 
ciation with Glinka, whom he first met

A hostess who wishes her party to be a 
success will never, under any circum- 
stances, give extra attention to any one 
guest, but will endeavour in her conver- 
sation to include everybody.

The most important lady sits at her 
host’s right, with the next important on 
his left.

So much is this 
idea popular that certain clever hostesses 
are now arranging for some such buffet 
arrangement directly the guests arrive— 
cocktails, sherry, and some kind of

Mrs. Macartney Filgate 


I met Mrs. Macarthey Filgate just 
before she left Dublin as she was bidding 
adieux to her many friends.

However, since 
the death of her husband and the depar- 
ture of her son, Mr. Brian Macartney 
Filgate. to an engineering position in the 
Rolls Royce works, Mrs. Filgate, with 
her many intellectual interests outside 
country ‘life, found herself somewhat 
isolated. oe 

Stedalt. which was originally the pro- 
perty of the Annally family, was pur- 
chased from them by Mrs. Macartney 
Filgate’s forbears, the Walshs, in 1790. 
Her father, Mr. Tunstall Moore, bought 
it from the Walsh family and had the old 
house rebuilt in the Georgian style, but 
with all modern comforts, making it an 
ideal residence. This was done in 1870. 

Uwing to the loss of her two brothers, 
who died within six months of each other, 
Mrs. Macartney Filgate came into the 
property and returned to Stedalt in 1912. 
The family was very popular in County 
Meath, for Mr. Henry Tunstall Moore 
had a fine stable and was a crack rider. 
His elder brother. Mr. George Moore, was 
a famous Alpine climber and a noted 
chess player.

CLARE COLLISION 
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TWO ACTIONS AGAINST 
DAIRY DISPOSAL CO.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 


Two actions for damages for personal 
injuries came on for hearing together, arising 
out of a collision between a motor lorry and 
a motor car at Ballyduffbez, Co. Clare, on 
the 29th September, 1935. 

In one action the plaintiffs were Mrs. 
Kathleen White, Market street, Ennis, and 
her two children, Patrick and Olive White 
(suing by their father, Michael White), who 
were the passengers in the motor car, and 
the defendants were Henry J. Lynch, Bally- 
hale Creamery, Ballyard, Co. Kilkenny (who 
was at the time of the accident assistant 
manager of a creamery in the County Clare 
the property of the Dairy Disposal Company, 
Lid., trading as the North Clare Creameries), 
and the Dairy Disposal Company, 14d., 42 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 

In the other action the plaintiffs were 
Thomas O'Rourke, Milltown-Ma!bay, the 
driver of the motor car. and Michael O'Reilly, 
25 Connolly avenue, Ennis, the owner of the 
motor car. The former claimed damages for 
personal injuries arising out of the collision, 
and the latter claimed damages for damage 
to the motor car. 

In the first action it was alleged that the 
accident. was dae to the negligent driving by 
Lynch of the lorry while he was in the em- 
ployment aud engaged on the business cf 
im defendants, the Dairy Disposal Company, 
Fr .

Mr. Brereton Barry, opening the case for 
the plaintifís, said that Michael White was 
a hairdresser in Énnis, and on the Sunday 
on which the accident occurred he hired the 
motor car to take himself and his family to 
Lahinch. Lynch was waiting at the creamery 
for a lorry to arrive with a supply of milk, 
and, as it did not turn up, he took out a 
lorry, the property of a man named Con- 
sidine, who had brought milk to the 
creamery, to search for the missing lorry. 
While on this errand the accident occurred, 
and the plaintiffs contended that his em- 
ployers were responsible, as he was in con- 
trol of the creamery at the time and was on 
their business. 

The jury found for the plaintiffs and 
assessed damages as follows :--Mrs, White, 
£375: Olive White, £125: Patrick White, 
£60; Thomas O'Rourke, £800; and Michael 
O'Reilly, £50. Wudgment was accordingly

Memories of a rousing book by a certain 
young war correspondent called Winston 
Churchill were evoked when I read that 
the King has approved the appointment 
of our famous 94 years old Clare man, 
General Sir Bindon Blood, to be Chief 
Royal Engineer, titular head of the Corps 
of Royal Engineers, speaking with 
authority from his ancient office, on all 
questions of regimental importance. 

Sir Bindon Blood retired from active 
service in 1907, after as splendid a career 
as any Irishman has ever won in arms, 
Who remembers “ The Story of the Mala- 
kand Field Force”? Few people, 1 fear. 
Yet Winston Churchill wrote of that 
war as. of an earthquake in England. 
“Suddenly in the stillness of the night a 
bugle-call sounded on the parade ground 


of the camp. It was the ‘Assembly.’ For 


a moment there was silence while the 
officers seized their swords and belts and 
hurriedly fastened them on. Several, 
thinking that it was merely the warning 
to the movable columns to fall in, waited 
to light their cigarettes. Then from many 
quarters. the loud explosion of musketry 
burst forth, which for six days and nights 
was to know no intermission. 

“The attack on the Malakand and the 
Great Frontier War had begun. The 
firing echoed among the hills. Its echoes 
are ringing still. One valley caught the 
waves Of Sound and passed them to the 
next, till the whole wide mountain region 
rocked with the confusion of the tumult, 
Slender wirés and long-drawn cables 
carried the vibration to the far-off 
countries in the West. Distant popula- 
tions on the Continent of Europe thought 
that in them they detected the dull, dis- 
cordant tones of decline and fall. Diplo- 
matists looked -wise, economists anxious, 
stupid people mysterious and knowledg- 
able, All turned to have the noise stopped, 
but that was a task which could not be 
accomplished until thousands of lives had 

n sacrificed and millions of money 
spent.” 

And the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Malakand Field Force of 7,500 men that 
eventually defeated the forces of the 
“Mad Mullah” after a fierce campaign 
in the mountains was Major-General Sir 


Bindon Blood, K.C.B. 
Churchill’s Eulogy 


It was the greatest frontier war in the 
history of the British Empire in India, 
and yet who still remembers Sir Bindon 
Blood’s part? 

Young Winston Churchill declared of 
him: ** He is of a type which has not been 
posgersed by any nation except the 
British, ‘since the days when the Senate 
and the Roman people sent their pro- 
consuls to all parts of the world.” 

Born of an old Irish clan that has been 
settled in the West of Ireland for 300 
years, and of which he is now the head,

Sir Bindon Blood obtained his commission 
in the R.E. in 1860. He first saw active 
service in 1871 in an yo ition, 
and in 1878 fought in the a War. - 
1880 he served throughout the Afghan 
War. In 1882 he was with the Hi d 
Brigade in the Egyptian War, and was 
at the famous battle of Tel-el- 
kebir. In 1896 he was Chief of Staff in 
the Chitral ition and took part in 
the i the Malakand Pass. For 
his services he received a knighthood.

Boers and , Sir Bindon Blood 
attained the rank of Lieutenant-General

He had well earned his 
leisure when he retired in 1907. 

His chronicler, Winston Churchill, has 
been named, I see, as the probable Lord 
High Constable of England for Coronation 
day next year. He would, in this posi- 
tion, act as Liaison Aide-de-Camp to the 
Duke of Norfolk, im co-ordinating the 
activities of civil, religious, naval, mili- 
tary and air authorities. This ancient 
office has usually been given to peers, but 
Winston Churchill, of famous stock, a 
former cavalry soldier, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, Secretary for Air, Home Sectre- 
tary and Chancellor of the Exchequer, has 
meritorious claim.

Cheap Books 


A small group of big people of the 
Dublin literary coterie are. conducting 
negotiations, 1 am told, with English 
firms that may fructify in the near future 
into a local concern publishing cheap 
books. It has, of course, long been the 
complaint of Irish authors that there is 
a poor sale for their books in this 
country, and that, unless the books have 


sn for Britain, Europe or America, 
t 


ey cannot make ends meet. The cheap 
books enthusiasts hope to produce bigger 
profits for authors and introduce Irish 
literature, and also general modern litefa- 
ture, to a wider Irish field by making 
their wares as popular and easily obtain- 
able in the tiny shops of remote villages 
as the daily or weekly newspapers. 

In the nineteenth century a famous 
series of sixpenny shockers, with such 
titles as “ The Life of James Freney, the 
Robber,’’ from the Burton presses, sold 
500,000 copies a year in Ireland. The 
series Was so successful, indeed, that in 
1814 some good people formed a society 
to produce cheap “ good ” books, and 
eventually ousted the others from general 
favour. Unhappily, the society did not 
survive very long, so that we lost both 
the ‘‘ shockers’’ and their successors.

I was with them through 
the revolution of 1918; I was with them 
again when the coloured troops were sent 
to the Rhineland; I experienced their 
humiliations during the inflation period, 
when you were a multi-millionaire with a 
five pound note in your pocket; I saw 
the results of the Stinnes régime, and, 
finally, [ was in the country six monthe 
before the Nazis come into power. 


Then and Now 


The difference is striking. Then th 
Germans were down and out. They had 
lost confidence in themselves. The mezgalo- 
mania engendered by the early successes 
of the war had given way to a kind ef 
morbid fatalism—Germany was finished. 
Her people were parials, and there 
seemed to be no hope of a revival of any 
kind. Now all that kind of thing has 
disappeared—at any rate, on the surface. 
Herr Hitler’s policy of l’audace, toujours 
l‘audace has made the German people 
realise that they occupy an extremely 
strong position in Europe. When he 
seized power in 1933 nobody in the concert 
of Europe cared very much what the 
Germans had to say; now everybody is 
waiting anxiously to hear what they may 
have to say next. Then Germany was a 
second rate, or even a third rate, Power ; 
now. she is one of the strongest Powers in 
the world~—and her armed forces are gain 
ing strength every day. Not only has 
Germany ceased to be the whipping boy for 
the rest of the world; to-day she is playing 
a decisive part in European affairs. 

For a people with such a historical sense 
as that possessed by the Germans, this 
rapid change in their position vis ó vis 
other nations is a matter of the utmost 
importance. Now they feel that they 
really mean something once more. They 
have a big army, a strong navy, and a 
magnificent air force ; so they not only are 
in a position to make ‘themselves heard,

Memories of Former Days 


You will not see better soldiers in the 
world, I was in the neighbourhood of 
Fulda in late September when the army 
manceuvres were being held in that part 
of the world, and I had an opportunity to 
see Herr Hitler's new army at more or 
less close quarters. I do not mean the 
black shirts or the brown shirts, or any 
other of the para-military organisations, 
but the real, honest-to-goodness army, 
composed of young conscripts who had 
done only a few months’ training. They 
all were clean-limbed young fellows, smart 
to a degree, and of unusually fine 
physique. Their equipment seemed to be 
of the most modern type ; their spirit was 
excellent, and Nar á, they gave the 
impression of an extremely formidable 
force. 

As I watched train-loads of them . 
ing by on their way to Fulda, I could not 
but think of other days. There they were, 
these bright young lads, shouting and 
singing the old familiar songs, as I had 
heard them sung twenty-two years brck 
when the Kaiser's legions were marching 
out to war. ‘lL remember my feelings 
in those days, during the mobilisation of 
August, 1914, as I heard and saw those 
troop trains passing with monotonous 
precision, every two and a half minutes for 
almost a fortnight, on their way to the 
Western front. Then the young soldiefs 
wore garlands of flowers and evergreens. 
Nach Paris! was chalked on those endless 
Waggons, and one’s heart fell as one saw 
them pouring in their millions across the 
Rhine on that tragic journey. They were 
singing the self-same songs at Fulda as 
they fathers had sung a generation since: 

‘*Fahr’wohl, fahr’'wohl mem _ teures 
lieb,”’ and that. most poignant of all 
soldiers’ songs: “ Ín der Hewnat, in der 
Hewat, da gibt’s ein Wiedersehen.”’ 


In Defeat 


I remembered that I had seen those 
waggons again—many times—as_ they 
rolled in fata! monotony back from Russia 
to France. In March, 1918, when they 
were bringing reinforcements to Luden- 
dorff for his last desperate throw in the 
West. Then the boys were boys no longer ; 
they were hardened veterans of a hundred 
fights. The garlands still were there; but 
hunger was beginning to do its fell work. 
and the joyous songs had lost much of 
their earlier gaiety. Finally, I saw them 
once again—after the armistice in 1918, 
bringing back the remnants of Luden- 
dori’ s proud army to a stricken land, the 
songs stilled, the garlands withered, the 
eyes dulled with starvation and defeat. 

As I stood and watched those fine young 
lads at Fulda I could not but recall those 
long-past days, and could not but wonder 
if it all was fated to begin all over again. 
But that remains to be seen. For the 
moment it is enough to say thet Herr 
Hitler has given Germany back her arined 
forces, probably stronger and more 
efficient than ever they were; that the 
German people seem to be proud of ther 
new Wehrmacht, as, indeed, they have 
every, reason to be; and that the Nazi 
policy of defiance has succeeded, at any 
rate in so far as it has forced 'the rest of 
the world to pay respectful Attention to 
a point of view in political 
affairs.

Craze for Badges 


Those men who have no uniforms 
generally contrive to wear Abséichen or 
badges of some description to show that 
they, too, have lived, or are living, in 
Arcadia. The Parteigenossen, of course, 
come in the first rank. They wear circular 
badges, with red rims, bearing the 
swastika on a white ground; and the 
National Socialist Party is drawn so 
widely from the different classes that one 
may find’ a university professor and a 
tram conductor wearing the badge of 
membership. Then there is a little badge 
for the S.A. men when out of uniform, 
and another for the 8.8, Within the 
ranks of the party there are different 
badges to denote offices of honour, such as 
Amtswalter, and the like, The ex-soldiers 
have a badge of their own—a true lovers’ 
knot of black and white—and as virtually 
every able-bodied man in Germany was a 
soldier during the war, there are millions 
of these to be seen. 

Apart from Jews, I met only one man 
of my acquaintance in Germany who wore 
nothing at all. This was so striking that 
I asked him what was the matter, as I 
knew him to have a distinguished record 
in the war. ‘‘Why should I wear a 
badge?” he replied. “Al my friends 
know already that I was in it. and what 
the others think does not concern me.” 
The number of such independently-minded 
persons in modern Germany, however, is 


small, indeed. 
No Idle Hands 


In the next place, in re-militarising 
Germany Herr Hitler and his colleagues 
did much to consolidate their own posi- 
tion, “Satan finds some mischief still 


for idle hands to do’’—and- the average | 


young German is no more a saint than 
the vad young Irishman, or, for that 
matter, n anybody else. The Hitler 
movement takes g care that his op- 
portunities for mischief—particularly for 
political mischief—are limited in the 
strictest fashion. While he is still at 
school he is in the Hitler Jugend ; if he 
is not, somebody will want to know the 
reason why, and it will be just too bad for 
his parents. Then he has to do his 
irbevtsdienst—to work for a time as an 
ordinary labourer, possibly in a Workin 
Camp, possibly on some big scheme of 
public construction. After this is finished 
he is yanked into the Army, and by the 
time he gets out of that he has to begin 
to look for a job. Any inclination that 
ne may have had to meddle in matters 
that do not concern him will ‘have been 
knocked out of him long ago; so national 
solidarity is assured and the danger of 
disaffection is reduced to a minimum. 
From the National Socialist point of view 
this is an excellent thing. I am not at all 
certain that it is not a good thing for the 
nation into the bargain.

The beautiful site of the memorial was 
One of the 
reasons for its selection lay in its great 
historical past. Kilmainham Hill was the 
camping place of Brian Boru and his army 
before the last decisive battle ot Clontarf in 
April, 1014. It was from this point that 
Brian rode at the head of his army, intend- 
ing to cross the river at the point known now 
as the Leap.

To 
the south of the war stone, or altar, is being 
ereeted a semi-circular pedestal, on which will 
stand the Cross of Sacrifice. A rustic whin- 
stone wall, decorated with granite piers and 
niches, is being erected around the lawn, 
except on the north side, which is being 
flanked by planted terraces. 

Paved pergolas of granite columns and oak 
beams give access to the sunken gardens, and 
at the end of the pergolas will be erected four 
book-rooms, or shrines, which will house the 
volumes wherein are written the names of 
49,500 Irishmen who gave their lives in the 
Great War.  Southward of the lawn the 
ground rises steeply. Here, in the back- 
ground of the cross,. are being planted 
terraces and flights of steps. Other terraces 
and steps will lead to the lower levels north 
of the. lawn. 

Ex-Service men are engaged on the work, 
most of the stone for which has come from 
the quarries of Bal'yknocken and Barnaculla.

CHIEF RABBI'S TRIBUTE 
TO DUBLIN 


Religious tolerance in the Free State was 
commented upon by two leading members of 
the Dublin Jewish community yesterday afte 
the opening of a special abattoir for their 
use on the North Circular road, Dubhn, 
yesterday. 

The great Jewish communities on the 
Continent, said the Chief Rabbi (Dr. 1. 
Herzog), have heard of this hygienic 
slaughterhouse through the Jewish Press, and 
they have asked me to confirm the news 
officially, as they want to hold this city of 
Dublin as an illustrious example of broad- 
mindedness and religious tolerance to the 
Governments of their respective countries. 
May the spirit of good-will, religious tolera- 
tion and perfect political equality be pre- 
served in this historic city and country. 

The Chief Rabbi explained the vital im- 
portance of the abattoir to the Jews from the 
standpoint of religious practice and obser- 
vance. Shochetim was a vital ordinance to 
the whole Jewish community, since they 
were strictly forbidden by their religion to 
eat meat killed by any other method. He 
expressed appreciation of the Dublin Cor- 
poration’s action in athoge. the abattoir, 
and said that shochetim was a humane 
method of killing. As dar as the Free State 
was concerned, the Jews were faced with no 
difficulty, and were safeguarded by express 
laws passed by their Parliament.

HOUSING 


Reference had been made to housing con- 
ditions in Dublin. Members of the Hous- 
ing Committee had as many as 20 cases a 
day to deal with at their private houses. 
and he had had to deal with from 60 to 100 
cases daily at the Mansion House. In this 
connection he had employed an additional 
staff at the Mansion House for dealing with 
housing cases, trying to stop evictions, and 
finding alternative accommodation where 
evictions take place. Dublin was fortunate 
in its poor, who were patient aod hopeful, 
and they would not be disappointed in their 
hopes so far as proper housing was con- 
cerned. 

The Corporation had a programme of 2,500 
dwellings per year. If any expert, or body 
af experts, could show how they could do 
hetter with the means at their disposal they 
would find the Corporation willing to accept 
advice or suggestions, and put them into 
operation. There were now 2,400 men draw- 
ing wages from contracts placed with buil- 
ders by the Dublin Corporation. The con- 
tracts in hands ran into a sum of £900,000, 
and to cope with the problem from now on 
the Cornoration world require over 
1,000,000 per year. If that million could 
he got at low rates of interest they could 
erect flats and cottages to let at rents which

FREEDOM OF MEDITERRANEAN 
A VITAL ISSUE

THE lae) of last night's debate in the House of Commons 


were the F a Secretary 's review of international affairs 
snd his statement of British foreign policy. 


In pleading for the League of Nations, he said that, while 
Britain would be second to none in defence of her legitimate in- 
terests, her defence in no way was directed against those of any 
other country. 


He spoke of important cpacies of opinion in regard to the 
Five-Power Conference, but added that they were ''not necessarily 
insuperable. 


The German desire for a close Anglo-German friendship ' 
reciprocated, but that friendship should mot be exclusive, and it 
should not be directed against anybody else. 


In Germany, however, there seemed to be a tendency to put 
the blame for German economic conditions on Great Britain. at 
doctrine they could not for a moment accept.

The difierences which had 
existed between Great Britain and Italy 
had been due to different conceptions of 
the methods by which the world should 
order its international! affairs. 

Referring to Signor Mussolini's state- 
ment that the Mediterranean was mu 
a short cut by which England could reac 
more guickly her outlying territories, he 
said that the implication that the freedom 
to come and go in the Mediterranean was 
for this country a convenience, rather than 
a vital interest, did not fully describe the 
position. For us the Mediterranean was 
not a short cut, but a main arterial road. 
He did not dispute that for Italy the 
Mediterranean was their very life, but the 
freedom of communications in these 
matters was also a vital interest, in the 
full sense of the word, to the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations. Consequently, the 
Government welcomed the assurance of 
Signor Mussolini that Italy did not mean 
to threaten this right, or purpose its in- 
terruption. On our part there was no in- 
tention of attacking any of Italy's 
interests in the Mediterranean. Each 
country could well maintain its vital in- 
terests without ‘conflict, and even with 
mutual advantage. 


BRITAIN TO RE-ARM 


Summing up, Mr. Eden said the inter- 
national situation was, no doubt, serious 
enough, but he by no means believed in 
the inevitability of catastrophe. He did

For that reason, they favoured 
the modification of the present unanimity 
rule, because that rule might prevent the 
Council’s taking action under Article 11 
previous to the outbreak of hostilities. 
Another reason for modifying the rule was 
to enable any nation to state clearly its 
views on any dispute at an early date. If 
a would-be aggressor saw the extent and 
reality of the efforts which the. nations 
were prepared to make, the effect might be 
to prevent it. On the other hand, if the 
League was not prepared to take action, 
it was much better that the nations con- 
cerned should know it.

The Times observes in.a leading article 
today:—The report is published this 
morning of the Sub-Committee of the 
Committee of Imperial Defence, which 
was appointed last spring to investigate 
the question of the vulnerability of capital 
ships to air attack. It will help to clarify 
public opinion on a number of points 
which are constantly in discussion, and 
naturally came up in the course of the 
investigation. It brings out certain factors 
that. partisans are apt. to ignore. The 
conclusion is of a cautiously negative kind, 
as was to be expected in view of the 
limited state of knowledge at the present 
time on many points at issue and the 
natural reluctance to make grave decision 
on a basis which is largely speculative, 
In the circumstances the Sub-Committee 
show good sense when they dwell] on the 
risks of a false decision: ask whether we 
ought to take the lead in doing away with 
capital ships; and answer surely not, 
unless the question is settled beyond all 
possible doubt. 

The Sub-Committee remark: “It is 
possible to state the matter in its simplest 
terms. The advocates of the extreme air 
view would wish this country to build no 
capital ships (other Powers still continuing 
to build them). If their theories turn 
out well founded, we have wasted money ; 
if ill founded, we would, in putting 
them to the test, have lost the 
Empire.”’ While there is much truth 
in. this contrast, it is a little too 
simple strategically. We were in peril of 
losing the War in 1917, although we h ~ 
a far larger Battle Fleet than to-day, 
because of the havoc that a comparatively 
smal! number of submarines played on our 
trade routes, and because the cestroyers 
which were wanted to combat that threat 
were being kept to safeguard the Battle 
Fleet. If Germany had invested in sub- 
marine building earlier some of the money 
which she devoted to battleships, that 
menace might well have proved fatal. That 
is an example of the strategic factors 
which should be borne in mind when 
weighing the capital ship question.

In an interview with an Irish Times 
reporter last night, Dr. Bohane said that 
he would not leave Ireland: immediately 
on his retirement. He would remain in 
this country for a time at least, and would, 
if bainise, advise the Royal Dublin 
Society in an honorary capacity. He 
attributed a great deal of his success to 
the hearty support of the Press, and said: 
‘* In my retirement I shall carry away with 
me the happiest memories; for never for 
an instant has there been anything to 
mar the pleasures of office. e charm 
of the Irish people has always been 
extended to me: 

“The Society today is the most 
remarkable institution in the world. 
Unaided financially by the State, yet it 
furthers all that is good for Ireland and 
embraces every phase of Irish life. What- 
ever political or religious differences there 
may be they do not affect the Society. Its 
interests are those of the country as a 
whole, and it is supported as heartily by 
the people of the North as well as those of 
the Free State. I hope that it will con- 
tinue to bring the Irish people together 
and to foster good-will among them. '' 
The retiring Director is now in his 
sixty-fourth year. He started his career 
in the agricultural world as far back as 
1893. when he was appointed Assistant 
Secretary to the Royal Die, Society. 
Kight years later he was selected as Secre- 
tary of that Society out of an application 
list of 428 persons. He brought the 
Royal Lancashire Society forward until it

The Increase of Rent ani Mortgage In- 
terest (Restrictions) Act, 1925—This Act was 
continued by the Jncrease of Rent and.

COLLECTORS

The usual solemn parades of ex-Service men 
will take place on the llth November to the 
Cross of Remembrance in the Phenix Park, 
where the massed thousands will pay digm- 
fied tribute to the memory of the thousands 
of gallant Irishmen who made the supreme 
sacrifice. 

While the great central Remembrance 
Ceremony will take place in Dublin, it is 
expected that every town and village in 
Ireland will hold local ceremonies, thus unit- 
ing in an act. of nation-wide homage and 
deep and reverent remembrance. — | 

Apart from the solemnities associated with 
Remembrance Day, it is also made the 
occasion for an appeal to the benevolence of 
the people to come to the assistance of those 
ex-Service men who have fallen upon evil 
times. Last year the Poppy Day collection 
realised £527,302, being a new record. In 
the Irish Free State, however, the collection 
showed a substantial falling-off, amounting 
only to £7,481 5s. Sd. it is to be re- 
gretted that at a time when the needs of the 
ex-Service men are greater and when, owing 
to increasing age, a larger number of them 
are becoming unemployable, the Poppy Day 
collection here should show a falling-off. Were 
it not that the funds available for distribu- 
tion annually in the Irish Free State have 
been largely augmented by contributions from 
the mam fund, the condition of the distressed 
ex-Service men and their dependents in the 
Irish Free State would be very much worse 
than it is at the present time. 

Voluntary helpers for the Poppy Day collec- 
tion are requested to communicate with the 
Area Secretary, 28 Harcourt street, Dublin, 
or to report in person to the nearest Poppy 
Day centre. e more voluntary helpers 
there are the greater is the collection likely 
to be, and accordingly it tm to be hoped that 
there will be a satisfactory response to this 
appeal for aid.
